Shooting ort the lOth Will Be Illegal- 


Hunting Will Close on and , 


• Including Nov. 30. 


Madison, WIs., Nov. 4.—(Special) 


—There seems-to be a misunderstand- 
ing among deer.hunters as to the'day 
on which the season opens. ' State 
Game Warden Overbook" lias receiv- 
ed several letters' of Inquiry as 
to 


whether It is on the 10th or llth 
inst. To these he has replied that 
under/the law the open' season' be- 
gins on the llth, and It will be illegal 
to shoot deer on .the 10th. which is 
next Sunday.

The law says- that he closed sea- 


son for deer "shall- be between the 
30th day of November and the' suc- 
ceeding 10th day of November In the 
year following (all the year except- 
ing the last twenty days of Novem- 
ber being thereby Included In the clos- 
fid or prohibited season for such ani- 
mals)." 
'Under this latetr clause 


it Is clear that shooting on the 10th 
Is illegal. 
-They may hunt -on the 
llth and up to-and including the 30th, 
and then have five days in which to 
ship their deer home.1

PUTTING IN MANY 


(GERMAN LIBRARIES 


P. A. Hutchlns, 
secretary of the 


Wisconsin free library commission, 
who was a guest at the poster yester- 
day; told of the success attained by 
the German traveling libraries 
In 


the state, to a Sentinel reporter. 
"A year ago," said he, "German trav- 


eling libraries were an experiment 
in Wisconsin, but they are so no long- 
er; 
There Is'more demand for Ger- 


man libraries now than we can sup- 
ply. 
Last fall we started with ten 


libraries with thirty-five volumes 
In 


eacn, the money to buy them being 
supplied by several Milwaukee gentle- 
men who saw a field of usefulness for 
them among the German' population 
ir smaller, towns. The libraries were 
sent at first to towns of about l.EOO 
population. 
They proved very pop- 


ular, the books being changed every 
six months. 
Later some of the free 


libraries In larger towns asked for 
German books, 
and the result has 


been that flve more German libraries 
or thirty-five books each were bought 
with .funds contributed from different 
sources. 


"Recently six more libraries of the 


same kind have been formed, and we 
have received applications for three 
more, making twenty-four In all. 
I 


am sure the success of the plan will 
Induce wealthy .German-Americans to 
help this work along. 
By the trav- 


eling library system the German read- 
ers get the privilege of reading thirty- 
five new books twice a year for flve 
or six years. The commission is anx- 
ious to place a number of the llbrar-
